they give part-of-their time, 
every week, to train in defense 
of their, community — and 

country. 

As our country grew, the Na- 
tional Guard grew. As towns 
sprang up and States were add- 
ed to the Union, additional 
Guard units came into being — 
for local and national. protec- 
tion. Today, there are more than 
6000 Guard units in more than 
2000 communities. They are lo- 
cated in every one of the 48 
States, and in Alaska, Hawali, 

. Puerto Rico and the District of 
Columbia. 

At the head of your National 
Guard is the Governor of our 
State. Your local unit ís com- 
manded by an outstanding of- 
ficer who lives and works at his 
civilian job right here in our 
community, as do the other 'of- 
ficers, non-commissioned  of- 
ficers and men of the unit. Our 
Unit is attended by men from 
Pahokee, Clewiston and Belle 
Glade. Only fn time of grave 
emergency does your local 
Guard leave home for active 
military service, 

The National Guard is charg- 
ed with the responsibility of be- 

*ing ready for the successful 
execution of the following mis- 
sion: "To provide a reserve 
component of the Army and Air 
Force of the United States, 
capable of immediate expansion 
to war strength, able to furnish 
units fit for service anywhere 
in the world, trained and 
equipped to defend critical areas 
of the United States against 
land, sea or airborne invasion. 
To assist in covering the mobi- 
lization and concentration of 
the remainder of the reserve 
forces, and to participate, by 
units, íri"all types of operations, 
including the offensive, either 
in the United States or over- 
seas," - 

In peacetime the local unit 
of the National Guard is the 
traditional guardian of life and
